NO LOBBYING

TOPEKA, Kan., March 14 — A 
Kansas legislative committee in- 
vestigating fees paid to Repub- 
lican National Chairman C. Wes- 
ley Roberts by companies inter- 
ested in state legislation will re- 
sume hearings Monday. 


The committee recessed Friday 
after Reberts admitted in testi- 
mony that he received a $3750 
fee from the Cities Servite Gas 
Co. in 1951 in addition to $11,000 
he got for promoting the sale of 
a hospital building to the state. 


He said the $3750 was paid for 
keeping the utility informed 
about bills affecting it during the 
three month session of the Legis- 
lature. « 


“I did no lobbying for or 
against any measures before the 
Legislature, although it was my 
duty and my job to talk to a good 
many committee chairmen and 
legislators to détermine the prog- 
ress of legislation,” he asserted. 

Roberts, under fire for the 
hospital deal since shortly after 
his appointment to the party 
chairmanship last January by his 
fellow-Kansan, President Eisen- 
hower, had some uncomfortable 
moments during his five hours 
on the witness stand. 

The committee is seeking to 
determine whether Roberts vio- 
lated the state lovbying act and 
also whether an insurance com- 
pany, with Roberts as its chief 
factotum, got $110,000 from the 
state for a hospital building the 
state already owned. 

Principal Points in Testimony 

Other highlights of his testi- 
mony, most of them brought out 
through pdinted questioning by 
Kansas Attorney General Har- 
old R. Fatzer, were: 

1. Roberts operated a busi- 

_ ness as “public relations coun- 
selor” during the 1951 legis- 
lative session from his home in 

Holton (Pop. 4000), 30 miles 

north of Topeka, but had no 

letterheads, telephone business 
listing or secretary. 

2. He did not register as a 
lobbyist but didn’t consider he 
was lobbying when he talked to 
state officials about sale of the 
hospital building, as dong as the 
officials weren't legislators. 

3. He had three othef public 
relations clients in 1951—none 
of them interested in. state or 
legislative matters—but he re-

The son, a 25-year-old printer, 
told police his father attacked his 
mother with a knife and that he 


fused to identify them to the 
committee except in private.

‘tingent fee would be a violation 
of state law. 

How He Explains Deal. 

He said that under his verbal 
agreement with the Ancient Order 
of United Workmen, a fraternal 
insurance firm at Newton, Kan., 
if the building, erected by the 
company in 1928 on grounds of 
the state Tuberculosis Sanitorium 
at Norton, were not sold to the 
state, he then would earn his 
fee by working for the company 
in expanding its insurance pro- 
gram. 

Under terms of the company’s 
contract with the state, policy- 
holders had priority in getting 
accommodations in the 36-bed 
building, with the company pay- 
ing the state $1 a day for their 
care. By 1950, only one policy- 


holder remained in the institu- 
tion, the rest of the beds being

A week of mild weather that 
permitted volunteer workers to 
increase their efforts has resulted | 
in an 8 per cent jump in gifts 
to the 1953 Red Cross fund drive, 
Richard Baldwin, campaign chair- 
man, said yesterday. 

Collections to date now total 
$417,514 or 33.2 per cent of the 
goal of $1,257,092, he said. 

The St. Louis Regional Blood 
Center, 3414 Lindell boulevard, 
has been receiving hundreds of 
telephone calls from anxious par- 
ents, harassed doctors. hospital 
authorities and pharmacists, all 
asking for gamma globulin, a 
blood fraction, for use in treat- 
ing a large number of measles 
patients here, Robert Brumett, 
administrator of the center, said. 

No Gamma Globulin. 

He said the Red Cross has no 
gamma _ globulin, all available 
supplies being in the hands of the 
Office of Defense Mobilization 
and State health authorities. 

After the last war, the Red 
Cross received back from the 
armed services enough surplus 
dried plasma to produce 8,264,636 
cubic centimeters of gamma glob- 
ulin, he explained. Valued at 
about $24,000,000, the supply was 
distributed free of charge to state, 
county and city health depart- 
ments, with 2,000,000 cubic centi- 
meters going to the National Polio 
Foundation for research. Tests 
showed gamma globulin could 
prevent severe paralysis in polio 
patients, he said. 

One of the purposes of the cur- 
rent fund drive, he said, was to 
permit the Red Cross to draw | 
more blood to make gamma glob- 
ulin, but he added there was a 
desperate need for more blood 
donors as well as dollars.

come — Queen Reported Waiting for 
OK to Return to Cairo. 


Kings Hinges on Out- 


ROME, March 14 (AP)—A fat- 
faced 13-month-old baby named 
Fuad became the center tonight 


of a broken romance between ex- 
King Farouk and his 19-year-old 
Queen. 

On the outcome may hang the 
fate of the dynasty of Egyptian 
kings. 

Farouk and Queen Narriman 
both made it bluntly clear they 
have separated for good—and 
without tears. 

Out of their discord comes the 
question: What becomes of their 
son, Fuad II, baby King of Egypt? 
| “After long forbearance,” the 
Queen said from her Geneva 
(Switzerland) hotel suite today, “I 
found that I must separate from 

husband.” 

Nowhere in her statement did 
she use the word divorce. 
Farouk’s Rome attorney, Carlo 
D’Amelio, said that under rigid 
Moslem law “it is absolutely im- 
possible” for a woman to divorce 
her husband.

ILLINOIS GOVERNOR

SPRINGFIELD, IIll., March 14

Stratton said that the bill would 
not levy a new tax but would 
“safeguard and retain revenue” 
which the Supreme Court indi- 
cated “rightfully is due the state 
under the sales tax act.”

SOVIETS STEEL OUTPUT'S400 NAVY. OFFICERS 


SAVED FROM DEMOTION 


President Signs Stop-Gap Bill 
Pending Study on Limits 
on Officer Strength. 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 
-— President Eisenhower today 
signed a bill which will save 5400 
junior naval officers from being. 
demoted on April 1. 


The measure was rushed 
through Con without oppo- 
sition when it was learned that 
an amendment to last year’s mili- 
tary appropriations bill would 
mean lowering the ranks of the 
Navy lieutenants and blocking 
regular promotions for another 
5000 more junior naval officers. * 

The 1952 amendment, sponsored 
by Representative Glenn R. Davis 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, established 
ceilings for the number of offi- 
cers each service could have. 

The bill, which became law to- 
day. maintains similar limits on 
ranks above those of Army cap- 
tain or equivalent but removes 
ceilings for lower ranks. It also 
permits some increased ratings to 
permit promotions ef military doc- 
tors and dentists. 

The measure is designed as a 
stop-gap and lasts only until July 
1. In the meantime a House 
Armed Services subcommittee 
has begun detailed closed-door 
hearings to determine whether 
the officer personnel act, the 
blueprint of officer careers, needs 
revision to prevent the services 
from acquiring too many high- 
ranking officers. 

The subcommittee is obliged to 
make ‘some recommendations for 
legislation replacing the tempo- 

rary law. 

Naval officials told Congress 
that they had underestimated 
their requirements for junior of- 
ficers in supplying figures to 
Davis and consequently the only 
way they could comply with the 
Davis amendment, which was 
scheduled to become effective 
April 1, was by mass demotions. 

In the course of hearings on 
this problem, the Armed Services 
Committee was told that the serv- 
ices now have _ proportionately 
more top-ranking officers for 
their enlisted strength than dur- 
ing World War Il. 

Under the temporary law the 
four services are limited to 1265 
generals and admirals of all ranks 
which is considerably less than 
permitted under the officer per- 
sonnel act. Military spokesmen 
have said they need more top- 
ranking officers to handle ex- 
panded international commit- 
ments. They added they must 
maintain nearly the same top of- 
ficer strength in peace as in war 
to provide commanders in case 
military strength is rapidly en- 
larged during an emergency.

—Back in July, 1952, a shy little 
Okinawa girl stepped off an air- 
liner in Paris, Tex. Mitzu and 
her young son were swept into 
the arms of her American soldier- 
husband, Sgt. Charles R. Evans of 
Bogata. 

This week, Mitzu was back at 
the airport to start the long jour- 
ney back to her homeland. 

Set. Evans was killed in an 
automobile wreck near Waco, only 
about six short weeks after Mitzu 
reached America. She remained 
in Bogata after her husband's 
death and tried to change her 
Oriental ways. This week she 
gave it up. Larry Dean, her 
American son, is going with her to 
begin a new life on Okinawa.

Scott Air ‘Base 


Eased Friction Described in Paper} 


Differences Between Civilians, Service Men 
Reduced by Community Relations Plan, 
Army Officer Writes. . 


Belleville’s community relations 
plan, under which civilians cutter’ 
with representatives of nearby 
Scott Air Force Base on causes 
of civilian-military friction, is 


“showing the way to other com- 
munities facing similar problems,” 
the Army Information Digest re- 
ported in its current issue. 

Writing in the official Army 
publication, Lt. Col. Russell W. 
Tarvin, information services offi- 
cer for headquarters of the Air 
Training Command, describes the 
problems Belleville faced when 
the base was expanded after the 
Korean outbreak and the ATRC 
established headquarters there. 
His account then related the hap- 
py outcome of the “Belle-Scott 
Plan.” s 

Mayor H. V. Calhoun and Col. 
George W. Pardy, then base com- 
mander, faced many “typical dis- 
locations” when they began to 
work together in 1950, Col. Tar- 
vin recounts, 

An article circulated nationally 
called Belleville “mercenary 
grasping.” Soldiers felt merchants 
had two prices, one for civilians, 
one for the military. Base per- 
sonnel thought they were treated 
by police harshly for minor of- 
fenses, in Belleville, and the citi- 
zenry thought soldiers caused 
disturbances. Arrests of airmen 
made up 28 per cent of all ar- 
rests in the town, Airmen could 
not find enough housing at any 
price, and the landlords com- 
plained of property damage. Lo- 
cal employers lost their workers 


into conflict with labor unions 


jobs in town. 


The project began with a “G.I.- 
Pal” dinner, to which Belleville 
business and professional men 
and key air base nel invit- 
ed airmen as their guests. The 
dinner has become an annual af- 


fair. 

A “Belle-Scott” poansnitin’ was 
ieetion with nine civilian and 
nine military members, including 
a non-commissioned officer. Air- 
men were invited to sit in on 
meetings and “take back to their 
units the story of what was being 
accomplished.” 

The writer portrays a radically 
changed picture of base and city 
relations. 

Belleville residents are taken 
on tours of the ase and are in- 
vited to entertainments. An Air 
Police desk sergeant is assigned 
to the police station, and arrests 
have dropped by a third. Twice 
as Many young women now volun- 
teer as USO hostesses as before, 
and automobile dealers drive air- 
men to church from the USO. 
Many airmen go to night school 
and courses are designed for their 
needs. 

A joint housing subcommittee 
finds accommodations and handles 
damage complaints. Clubs, sports 
programs and eoncerts are de- 
signed to bring soldiers and civil- 
ians together. 

“Anybody holding up a mirror 
to the town will get a wholly en- 
lightened reflection of what civic 
awareness of Armed Forces prob-

Busiest and Hardest - to- 
Man in the White House Is 
Reorganizing Executive Of- 
fice—an Interview. 

By RAYMOND P. BRANDT

WASHINGTON, March 14. 
HE busiest man in the White House 
T and the most difficult for an outsider 
to see is Sherman Adams, the as- 
sistant to President Eisenhower. Adams 

works at or near his desk from 7 :30 a.m. 

to 7:30 p.m., with a half hour out for 

lunch. 

The important thing to notice about 
Adams’s appointment certificate, which is 
framed in his crowded outer office, is that 
he is designated “the,” “an” assistant to 
the President. As such hhe\is the strongest 
and closest link to Eisenhower in the actual 
working of the chain of command in. the 
executive branch of Government. 

For the White House staff, he is the boss 
of operations; for departments and inde- 
pendent agencies he is the co-ordinator; for 
Congress, he is a Haison man with the 
President on many miatters; for the poli- 
ticians, he is a man they'd better see—if 
they can get to him. 

Right now, he is doing two big jobs simul- 
taneously, which means he must do 7 
small jobs simultaneously. That is why he is 
so busy. These big jobs are (1) to help Eisen- 
hower handle the great mass of work that has 
accumulated for the Republicans ‘during the 
almost two decades of Democratic rule and 
(2) to reorganize the White House staff and 
executive office of the President, which in- 
cludes such important agencies as the Na-_ 
tional Security Council, the Bureau of the 
Budget, the Office of Defense Mobilization | 
and less directly, some of the war emergency | 
groups.

When Adams, as a young man, was the boss 
of a lumber camp in New England, the husky 
timbermen called him “a tough little 
hombre,” and he still gives that impression. 
He is only five feet seven inches tall and his 
muscular 150 pounds are so well distributed 
that he has a wiry look that is perhaps accen- 
tuated by his unusually wide, square, long 
jaws. At 54 years old, which he looks, his 
once blond hair is.as silver as birchbark and 
his blue eyes seem to get bluer when he gets 
interested in an involved question. 


His inner office, once occupied by William 
D. Hassett, Truman’s Correspondence Secre- 
tary, has the usual White House business fur- 
nishings—a large walnut desk, comfortable 
brown leather chairs, a leather sofa and a 
walnut table with six leather chairs near the 
fireplace. 


Adams’s distinctive touch to the room is the 
valuable Currier & Ives collection of colored 
lithographs that he brought with him from 
New Hampshire, where he was Governor for 
two terms. This is one of his hobbies and 
one wall was covered with primitive portraits 
of the Presidents, beginning with Washington 
and ending with Van Buren. To fill out one 
row, a lithograph of Henry Clay has been 
added. On other walls, are additional pic- 
tures of Presidents John and John Quincy 
Adams, with whom Sherman has ancestors in 
common, and two pictures of another of his 
heroes, Daniel Webster. On standards back 
of the official desk are the American and the 
New Hampshire flags. 


The decoration which Adams points out to 
visitors, however, is a framed letter, dated 
Dec. 11, 1951, by the New Hampshire Attor- 
ney General to the clerk of D son County, 
Kansas, asking whether Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower of Abilene had ever registered his 
political affiliations for a-primary election. 
Typed on the bottom of this letter is the 
clerk’s answer that no such registration could 
be found although Dwight’s father was a Re- 
publican. The letter ends, “I don’t think he. 
has any politics,” which was just the state- 
ment Adams did’ nét want at the time he was 
in the forefront of the Ike-for-President pre- 
convention campaign. 


At the start of the interview I observed 


answer my questions in order as I asked them. 

“That will depend on the questions,” was 
his Yankee reply. “Let's hear them.” 

The first was: What changes are you mak- 
ing in the White House staff organization;

There are five recent events thought to 
be related: 

1. On Tuesday two United States Air Force 
F-84 Thunderjets were attacked by two Rus- 
sian-built MIG-15s, bearing the markings of 
the Czech air force, over the United States 
zone of Germany. One Thunderjet was shot 
down; the pilot parachuted to safety. This 
was the first attack-on United States combat 
aircraft in Germany since the cold war 
began. 

2. The same day there was a little-noticed 
announcement that vapor trails from un- 
identified jet aircraft were observed visually 
over the west coast of Alaska. These planes 
definitely were not American. 

3. On Thursday a propeller-driven British 
Royal Air Force Lincoln bomber was destroyed 
by two Soviet "41Gs in a swift attack in the 
Hamburg-Berlin air corridor. The main 
wreckage of the bomber fell into Soviet ter- 
ritory on the east bank of the Elbe river. 
All seven crew members died, one in a 
Russian zone hospital. 

4. Shortly before the attack on the Lincoln 
two. Soviet fighters made what the British 
termed a “threatening mock attack” on an- 
other British bomber 100 miles away near 
Kassel, well within the British zone. Both 
bombers were on routine training missions. 
5. Also on Thursday a ‘British European 
Airways civilian passenger plane flying in the 
20-mile-wide air corridor from West Germany 
to Berlin was subjected to what was appar- 
ently a simulated attagk by four to. six Rus- 
sian fighters. The fighters fired in the vi- 
cinity of the transport,. presumably as a 
warning to it to keep well within the cor- 
ridor. 

The obvious question, “What are the Rus- 
sians up to?” cannot be answered. No one 
knows outside the Russian inner circle. There 
are areas for speculation, howéver, and some 
hypotheses by persons who are close to the 
situation that may be accurate in whole or 
part.

The attacks also could be a move to obtain 
military information. For example, the 
United States Air Force has no modern F-86 
Sabrejet fighters on the continent of Europe. 
It has a Sabrejet wing based in England and 
the Canadian air force has a ‘75-plane group 
of Canadian-built Sabrejets in the British 
zone of Germany. This new plane is deeméd 
more than a match for the MIG. 

The speed with which we could build up 

our Sabrejet forces in Germany might be 
some indication of the rate of our production 
and the number we have on hand. Most-.of 
the F-86s have been used in Korea and for 
the defense of the continental United States. 
It has been announced that Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway’s command is to be bolstered by 
150 Sabrejets; the fir:t unit of 25 will be 
ready in a few weeks. 
The Sabrejet is classed as a MIG-killer; 
the Thunderjet is not. The Thunderjet, a 
long range fighter-bomber, is regarded as a 
workhorse plane for troop.ground support. 
The Air Force hopes eventually to have 
adequate numbers of both Thunderjets and 
Sabrejets in Western Europe. Why we 
haven’t more now is due to many reasons. 
One is the prolonged debate over the ‘size of 
our Air Force; Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, ‘former Secretary of the 
Air Force, fought a losing battle for what 
he considered adequate strength. Another 
reason was the indecision on whether to 
freeze a type like the MIG-15 and put it into 
production, or to produce fewer planes and 
leave the way open for constant imprové- 
ments. 

Regardless of the types of planes in- 
volved, Air Force officers feei certain the 
Russians had some specified reason for 
making the attacks where they did; that 
is, in the area of Western Europe, not 
necessarily at the exact spots at which the 
attacks took place. Russian aircraft are 
thought to be in a constant state of read- 
iness and it was felt that no particular 
preparations were needed for the attacks. 
It would be as simple as pushing a »utton 
in Moscow. 

There is some feeling that the “restraining 
influence” supposed to have been exerted by 
Stalin, who had a healthy respect for Amer- 
ican productive ability, prevented such at- 
tacks in the months preceding his death, and 
that when this was removed the remaining 
hierarchy felt impelled to let go.

Time to Brief the People 


Subsequent disclosures as to the weakness of 


' our defense forces in Europe are even more dis- 


maying than the news about the shooting down 


of the American jet and British bomber by 


Communist fliers over Germany. 

Following the crash of the’ American plane 
inside the American occupation zone in Bavaria, 
it was reported authoritatively that although 
Gen, Ridgway’s “NATO air forces are estimated 
to have close to 4000 planes, only 75 are Sabres 
and Sabres are the only combat planes the free 
world has that can outfly the MIG.” 

This small number of NATO Sabres now avail- 
able in Europe becomes relatively even smaller 
in the light of this further authoritative state- 


. ment; 


There is no immediate of co 
close, with jets of equal performance, to the 
*mumbers of MIGs that Russia has in East 
Germany, in satellite states and along its. 
western boundary. 


What this means does not require the technical 
knowledge of a military expert. As any citizen 
can tell, it means that NATO, for all that Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and now his successor, Gen. Ridg- 
way, have done, is woefully unprepared to meet 
an aggression by air. 

This is documentation for Senator Symington’s 
Philadelphia address which posed a series of 
questions the effect of which was to imply: That 
the balance of power still dangerously favors 
the Communist side. That there is still a peril- 
ous gap between Western and Soviet strength in 
jet military planes. And that the Defense De- 
partment is not organized adequately to protect 
this nation against attack. 

Yet this is only the start of the dismaying de- 
fense news. There is the shocking tangle of con- 
fusion over munitions supply in Korea, Gen. 
Van Fleet says the lack has been continuous 
from the time he was made Eighth Army com- 
mander, and that he protested through channels 
almost daily. Gen. Collins, Army Chief of Staff, 
has issued statements on both sides. Gen. Clark, 
Far East commander, and Soerctary of Defense 
Wilson are into it. 

* - . 

Almost as a rebuff to the professional military 

men, the one woman in the Senate, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Chase Smith of Maine, will now head a 
special five-member investigating subcommittee, 
consisting of Republicans Hendrickson of New 
Jersey and Cooper of Kentucky and Democrats 
Byrd of Virginia and Kefauver of Tennessee. 
As instructed by Chairman Saltonstall of the 
Armed Services Committee, this subcommittee 
will ask “if shortages resulted from too much 
butter and not enough guns.” 
_ Along with this comes the certainly question- 
able act of Secretary Wilson in ordering the 
Defense Department to fire almost 40,000 civil- 
ian employes within the next two and a half 
months.

Whatever else Secretary Wilson may do he 
surely does not want to repeat the grave mistake 
of his predecessor, Louis A. Johnson, who was 
Secretary of Defense from March 1949 to Sep- 
tember 1950. Mr. Johnson executed a policy of 
meat-ax, cut and lop and close-down, in the 
very months that were leading to the Commu- 
nist aggression in Korea. He so misjudged com-

All this presents a situation made to order 
presumably for the experience and talents of 
President Eisenhower.

Let him now take a 
firm hand on the situation about which every 
American is either doing some critical thinking 
or should be. 

The first thing the President should do is to 
tell the country how grim the situation actually 
is.

They 
must pay the bills and they will pay them more 
willingly if they are taken inte the partnership.

One of Raymond R. Tucker's first acts, after 
his nomination as Democratic candidate for 
Mayor, was to speak out for civic progress.

Love Among the Irish.” c 

It is O’Faolain’s theme that what with one 
thing and another, including an unobliging re- 
ligious puritanism, a bashful view of the only 
other sex and a practical if not parsimonious 
view of the state of wedlock, the Irishman is not 
producing a sufficient number of Irishmen. 
Sufficient, that is, in the view of an Irishman.

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A Change in Prague, Too 

What attaches special interest to the death 
of Czechoslovakia's Communist President Kle- 
ment Gottwald is its occurrence so shortly after 
that of Joseph Stalin. This has occasioned even 
the speculation that Gottwald was “purged” 
under orders from the new Moscow regime for 
fear that he might, like Yugoslavia’'s Marshal 
Tito, break out of the Soviet orbit. 

Whether Gottwald died of natural causes or 
not, nis passing may be of significance to the 
non-Communist, world. He was the Reds’ strong 
man in Prague, having taken over power from 
the democratic Benes Government in 1948 and 
having made himself not only President, but 
also supreme military commander, chairman 
and secretary-general of the Czech Communist 
party and head of its Politburo and Orgburo. 
Questions may be raised about his probable suc- 
cessor, Premier Antonin Zapotocky, as have 
been raised about Malenkov. 

Yet it would be foolhardy to expect a sudden 
political reversal. That just does not happen in - 
a .police-controlled state. So there should be no 
diminution of our prudence. So far as the 
Soviet coalition is concerned the West must be 
ready for the worst. 

George Kennan, the State Department's fore- 
most expert on the Communist regime, wrote 
of the original leaders of the Red revolution: 
“Men of this sort can bequeath something of 
the passion of the struggle to those of their 
close associates who inherit their power. But 
the process of inheritance cannot be carried 
much further.” The despots of the second and 
the third political generations may well cling 
desperately to their offices because they can 
see no better future for themselves. Such men 
might even plunge the worl into a new war. 
But in Kennan’s opinion, the modern police 
state cannot survive against the desire of the 
people “for a healthier, less morbid, more in- 
teresting life.” 

It is this conviction which makes Kennan 
what might be called a “limited optimist.” He 


believes in eventual internal reforms in Com- 


munist states, reforms which will make them 
better neighbors: It may be hoped that each 
change of Red leaders is a step in this direc- 
tion. But that cannot be taken for granted. We 
can only set a good democratic example to the 
new Red leaders, keep a close eye on them, and 
keep our powder dry. 
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How Illinois Can Serve the Country 
- One member of Congress who oyght to be 
retired next year without fail is Representative 
Harold H. Velde of the Eighteenth Illinois dis- 
trict. As chairman of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, Mr. Velde has made him- 
self ridiculous in the eyes of the country and 
this reflects no credit on his district, which in- 
cludes six counties around Pekin and Peoria. 

No constituency should want to be represent- 
ed by a man who so misunderstands his function 
as a Congressman as to propose an “investiga- 
tion” of Communist influences and subversive 
activities in the churches! 

Nor is it any more of a feather in a district's 
cap that its Representative would hastily slur 
so fine a woman as Mrs. Agnes E. Meyer of 
Washington—one of the stanchest workers for 
educational and cultural causes in the country— 
and then find out that he had no basis whatever 
for his insult. 

If the Eisenhower landslide did not carry Mr. 
Velde through last November, then it contributed 
mightily to his re-election. He received 83,706 
votes to 67,905 for his young Democratic op- 
ponent, John T. McNaughton, a newspaper edi- 
tor and former Rhodes scholar. This means 
that in a total of 150,000 votes, the Velde margin 
was only 15,000. 

The voters of Tazewell and-the other counties 
in the district now know much more about Mr. 
Velde than they did when they allowed him 
to go back to Congress last year. We dare say 
they will know still more about him when the 
mid-term congressional election is held next 
year. With the Eisenhower magic off the ballot 
and young John MeNaughton’s splendid “first 
race as the basis on which to start, the Pekin 
district should make the most of its coming 
chance to get itself a qualified Re 

Meantime there is just the possibility that Mr. 
Velde will attempt to follow in the footsteps of 
several past members-of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee and run for the Senate.

We have lost a good many things to the 
Communists which we will very soon have 
to win back. For one thing, we have lost 
our nerve. We crouch in fear or run 
screaming from am enemy who has none 
of our strength. 

In America we are terrified, 160,000,000 
of us, of a group which at its maximum 
numbered less than 50,000. I know that 
certain politicians have made political fuel 
of this terror, but the point is that we must 
not let them. 

I remember hearing all my life how a 
king snake which is non-poisonous can lick 
a rattlesmake which 
is: One day when Ed 
Ricketts was alive 
and still had the 
laboratory in Monte- 
rey, a boy brought 
in a little tiny beat- 
up king snake, so 
weak and exhausted 
from being handled 
that he could hardly

In the labora- 
tory we had a cage

snakes you ever saw. They were in the 
pink and it was warm weather so that 
they were sassy and active. Well, when 
the king snake recovered enough so that 
he could move at all, we opened the cage 
and put him in with the rattlesnakes. Un- 
derstand, the king smake was about 10 
inches long and two or three of the rat- 
tlers were a yard long. 


When People Scream in Fear 


The king smake just sat still and lookea 
mildly interested, but every one of those 
rattlesnakes rushed for the corners of the 
cage farthest from the king snake. They 
hid their heads and rattled hysterically and 
all went into a kind of nervous breakdown. 

And the king snake never went near 
them. He didn’t have the strength. He 
could have strolled up and knocked them 
off with a good hard daisy if he had 
wanted to! 

And that’s the feeling I get when our 
people scream in fear of a party in whose 


idea we do not believe, and whose efficien- 


cy has been proved full of holes. It seems 
to me that we are beating ourselves be- 
tween the eyes with a hammer and giving 
the Communists the credit. 

} Terror and spies im the dark and “we 
are surrounded by enemies” may be a lot 
of fun, but Z think right now we should 
deny ourselves this luxury. We are 

our liberties out of a sense of danger, for- 
getting that we are strong not in spite of 
our liberties but because of them. We can 
become rattle facing a king snake 
if we permit panic to rule us. 

Because of our new fear of other sys- 
tems, we have set up immigration laws so 
foolish that our scientists cannot meet with 
scientists of other countries, if we find 

politically unsound. Our 
are not interested in talking po and 
besides, I rather imagine they are sound 
erough to maintain their loyalties in the 
face of propaganda. 


Surrender Without a Struggle 


Now it is the Communists—I think they 
are more afraid of us than we are of them, 
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our words! Take the word “comrade.” It is 
one of the best words in any language. It 
means a friend but, more, it means a 
friend who will come through when you 
need him. We do not use the word any 
more. Why? Because it has Communist 
fingerprints on it. This is a real loss, for 
we must never forget that conceptions are 
bound up in words. When we lose word’ 
we lose meanings. 

The Communists have conquered some 
of our most holy words simply by using 
them and getting them dirty. Instead of 
taking them back and washing them off, 
we have haughtily walked away from such 
words, words like Brotherhood, Democra- 
cy, Popular Front, Friendship. 

Most Americans are in favor of continu- 
ing improvements in our society, improv- 
ing our production and our distribution. 
This state of mind has been ealled liberal. 
Then along come the Communists and say 
they are for these same things, although 
in the Soviet fatherland the very concep- 
tion of a liberal is non-existent. 


Time to Refurbish Our Words 


Then what do our liberals do? They hide 
their heads, protesting that they are not 
liberals! 

It seems to me that we should be more 
liberal than we have ever been. r im- 
provements year by year have proved that 
it isn’t a bad direction for our efforts. 
Using our words and our beliefs, we have 
built the strongest nation in the world, 
and these words and their meanings have 
a large part to do with that strength.

Reports persist that Hoxha 
might join with Tito in a “new 
nationalist Communism.”

Two months later a general 
strike suddenly paralyzed San 
Francisco, isolating the docks 
and bringing that great port 
city to its knees.

ASKI led the correspond- 
L ence, gave it its direction 

and wrote the most of it. He 
accounts for about five eighths 
of the space of the first volume 
and for about three fourths of 
the second. This is understand- 
able. He was the younger man 
and one with boundless energy. 
Holmes was at an age when few 
men write any letters at all. 
Moreover, the venerable Judge 
was busy with his work on the 
Supreme Court. It was a mark 
of Laski’s devotion to Holmes 
that the letters from London 
kept on arriving in Washing- 
ton regularly after Holmes was 
finding it difficult if not almost 
impossible to answer. 

There is much that is per- 
sonal on both sides. In July 
1920 — four years after Felix 
Frankfurter, himself then a law 
teacher at Harvard, first took 
Laski| to meet Holmes — the 
young Englishman tells about 
the trouble with other members 
of his family. Laski was then 
27 and he writes that he has 
been to Manchester to see his 
people there “for the’ first time 
in nine years.” He continues: 

“I went because I thought I 
ought to show them that there 
was a real eagerness on my 
part for the resumption of our 
relationship. I don’t think it 
did any good. They’ve become 
very wealthy and my income 
and prospects are not on the 
plane which interests them very 
greatly.” There was the matter 
of the family religion, too, and 
that was another difference. 

By November “due largely 
to Frida’s (Mrs. Laski’s) com- 
mon sense” “the ancient quar- 
rel” was ended. Laski reports 
that the family had come to see 
“that I don’t give a damn for 
their money and had better be 
left to my vicious views and a 
penniless career.” And so “my 
father has gone off to India 
happier than he has been for 
years, full of almost extrava- 
gant delight, and with copies of 
my books in his trunks that he 
may talk to me of them when 
he comes back. It’s all very 
pathetic for nine years ago the 
same thing could have hap- 
pened...”

OLMES followed all these 
H matters with close interest, 

and reported on goings on 
in his household, among their 
mutual friends and on the su- 
preme bench. The son of the 
New England essayist never 
ceased to be the thrice-wounded 
Civil War soldier and on Oct. 
19, 1920, he closes an affection- 
ate letter with “The 2ist is 
the anniversary of Ball’s Bluff

ASKI’S reply to this letter 
was a delight even though 
he denied “almost the 
whole of your economic diag- 
nosis as born of a philosophy 
contradicted by the whole trend

The Justice, wrote Laski, held 
the economics of “the soldier 
who. accepts a rough equation 
between isness and oughtness.” 


But politics was only a part 
of what they wrote about. 
Laski seemingly read every- 
thing that was coming out of 
the United States. The corre- 
spondence dealt with Amy Low- 
ell, George Ade, Frederick Lew- 
is Allen, Hemingway, Veblen. 

Holmes was grateful for the 
recommendation he read Par- 
rington’s “Main Currents of 
American Thought.” He re- 
sented the frequent use of the 
word “exploitation,” did not ac- 
cept many of Parrington’s judg- 
ments (“I am a long way off 
from believing that Thoreau 
was a thinker in any important 
sense”) but found the critic 
more stimulating “than anything 
I have read in.a long time.” 

The Justice wrote quite 
frankly about his colleagues 
and he and Laski both hoped 
for the appointment of Car- 
dozo before it occurred. Both 
thought highly of Judge 
Learned Hand and wished for 
his elevation. Brandeis was a 
warm, frequent subject of both 
pens, At times Laski, fabulous 
story-teller, was a romancer 
pure and simple, writing out of 
his imagination for the enter- 
tainment of his old friend.

HEN it comes to scorning

The fourth book of “Gulliver's 
Travels,” in which he discusses 
the sweetness and dignity of 
the Houyhnhnms, their excel- 
lencies and their virtues com- 
pared with that “lump of de- 
formity,” the hate and de- 
tested animal~ called man, is 
satire at its most effective and 
venomous. Now comes a French 
satirist, Jean Dutourd, who—in 
a deceptively light and unemo- 
tional manner—shows he, too, 
has few illusions about the 
human race. 

“When she was told, as tact- 
fully as could be, that she had 
just given birth to a child with 
a dog's head, Mme.

éé T HE idea of a man toy- 
ing with death for fun 
rather than country- 
home-and-mother is an idea 
alien to the Anglo-Saxon mind,” 
writes this artist smitten with 
the romance of the bullfight.

Mr. Daniel R. Fitzpatrick, has 
distorted my views. Knowing 
that the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
has a sense of duty to its read- 
ers, I should be obliged if you 
would print this letter and let 
them be judges of Mr. Fitz 
patrick’s understanding of fac- 
tual and critical accuracy. 


Mr. Fitzpatrick states that I 
say on one page that Goya was 
an “unlearned man” and on 
the opposite that he frequented 
aristocratic and literary salons 
where all branches of human 
knowledge were discussed with 
the sense of their cogent inter- 
relation which then prevailed 
among cultivated men. Mr. 
Fitzpatrick follows his inaccu- 
rate statement with the com- 
mentary: “It is hard to recon- 
cile the author’s opinion and 
his facts.” 


It is hard for me to believe 
that Mr. Fitzpatrick has actu- 
ally read my book, where I en- 
deavor “to dispel the still cur- 
rent notion that Goya, for all 
his genius as an artist, was an 
unlearned man” —to cite the 
passage misquoted by Mr. Fitz- 
patrick (p.12).

OW that’ the question of 
Nownether the Cardinals are to 

be pushed out of their long- 
time training camp at St. Peters- 
burg has been brought out in 
the open, sentiment is crystal- 
izing for the St. Louis Nationals 
and pruspects that the club will 
train here for many more years 
have become brighter. 


Study of the contract, in 
which Fred Saigh inserted a 
clause giving the city the right 
to cancel the 10-year contract 
in case of a change of owners, 
encourages the Cardinals.

~ Conversation on the streets 
here, since the cancellation 
clause in the contract was pub- 
licized, indicates that the con- 
sensus is that it would be very 
difficult to find a better club 
than the Cardinals. to share 
training facilities with the 
Yankees. 


’ The Cardinals should know 
about 1955 spring training plans 
before December of 1953. At 
the winter baseball meeting 
then, the major Jeague club 
secretaries will get together 
and arrange the spring exhibi- 
tion game schedule for 1955. 
And so it is likely, now that 
Busch and his associates have 
met the people of St. Peters- 
burg and broken kalter auf- 
schnit with them, a formal let- 
ter will be written to. the City 
Council or the City Manager, 
suggesting that the training 
camp contract be clarified, so 
the Cardinals will know where 
they'll play their exhibition 
games in the spring of 1955.

his picture making? 

Or has he seen for the last 
time the Hollywood in which he 
has been a kingly figure for 
nearly four decades? The last 
direct quote from Chaplin was 
a stormy vow that he would re- 
turn and fight the Department of

All along there has been no state- 
ment from Chaplin, himself. 

However, there are hints in 
Hollywood of Charlie’s plans. Sil-

O gain some understanding of 
Charlie’s political slant some- 
thing must be known of his 
early life. Perhaps the facts of 
his grimy beginning in the soot- 
laden London slums may help to 
explain why he turned for love 
A _ very young and very beau- 


He was born April 16, 1889, the 
son of parents who were vaude- 
villians. Their talents brought 
them no great success, only a liv- 
ing of sorts. Too much of the 
money they did earn went for 
drink for the father. He died of 
alcoholism when Charlie was 
three. 


The mother, Hannah, made des- 
perate and pitiful efforts to keep 
her family, consisting of Charlie 
and his half-brother, Sydney, 7, 
together after the father’s death. 
Their care prevented her from 
taking theatrical engagements. She 
got sewing jobs, but they brought 
in little money. The rent of the 
small, bare home was always a 
problem. A bigger and daily prob- 
lem was food itself. Hunger was a 
close and constant companion. 

Then tragedy hit again. Hannah 
had a complete breakdown and 
was taken to a hospital. For a 
while Charlie and Syd lived like 
little outcasts. They slept in 
parks, fed on market scraps, 
roamed the streets, responsible 
to no one. A year in a workhouse 
orphanage followed that. 


The mother recovered enough 
to take the children with her 
again. By then Charlie was old 
enough to bring home some in- 
come. He sold newspapers, much 
of the time in his bare feet be- 
cause shoes had to be saved. He 
earned pennies opening carriage 
doors at the theater, he ran mes- 
sages and at one time enjoyed 
the position of lather-boy in a 
barber shop. 
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EANWHILE, he was discover- 
ing talents as a mimic, singer, 
dancer and a droll comedian. 
He began td obtain small engage- 
ments in the English theater. His 
career started to build up and by 
the time he was 24 he was in Hol- 
lywood. on his way to dazzling 
fame and undreamed-of wealth. 
But earlier years had left their 
scars. Their influence came out 
in the character that became his 
hallmark almost at the dawn of 
his Hollywood career—the under- 
dog, the little ttamp against whom 


the mighty of the world were al- 
ways arrayed. 

It does much to explain his pol- 
itics, if that is what his muddled 
thinking on society can be called. 
However many Americans — and 
Englishmen — have endured the 
same sordid beginnings withdut 
any. twisted after-effects. 


These drab first years when 
poverty forbade him the luxuries 
and pleasures of life, when he 
could only eye them as he pressed 
a nose to a cold shop window, 
may also explain his urge to brush 
aside the taboos in later life. 

Mildred Harris was number one 
on the comedian’s list of child 
brides. It was an unhappy mar- 
riage but Mildred, somewhat col- 
orless compared to her successors, 
didn’t give Charlie enough trou- 
ble to teach him any harsh les- 
sons.

HAPLIN took one look at her 

golden prettiness and fell in 

love. He was 29 at the time. 
Chroniclers of that day tell how 
desperate Charlie's infatuation be- 
catne. He was working on one of 
his outstanding pictures, “Shoul- 
der Arms,” at the time. But many 
a day he would desert the set 
early to sit for hours in his car 
outside Universal studios waiting 
for his teen-age princess. 

Mildred seems to have been a 
little naive about it. She is quoted 
by a pre-marriage interviewer as 
saying: “Mr. Chaplin is wonder- 
ful. He’s so fatherly to me. He 
treats me like a child.”

Shooting began on “The Gold 
Rush.” Patiently the comedian 
coached and directed his new pro- 
tege. Whatever may be said about 
his morals and his politics, Chap- 
lin is a great director as well as 
an actor. He has the ability to 
translate his thoughts and his 
emotions into direction that can 
mold a tyro almost momentarily 
into a finished actor. He proved 
that with the succession of un- 
trained girls who climbed to glory 
as his leading lady in a single pic- 
ture, only to be never heard from 
again, 

He was succeeding with Lita. 
Thousands of feet of film were 
shot. Thousands of words of pub- 
licity on Lita hit the papers. 
Chaplin was seen with her social- 
ly. But there was no indication 
that the public or even his 
friends and associates suspected 
there was a marriage in the offing. 

But in November, 1924, eight 
months after Lita Grey had be- 
come a new star in the Chaplin 
firmament, an attorney—who hap- 
pened also to be an uncle of Lita 
—had a conference with the 
actor. It. was intimated that the 
nicest thing all around would be 
a marriage to which her mother 
would give her consent,

@ ALOT OF CATTLEMEN may ask whether we really need 
the veterinarian for all of these tasks; the answer is that we 
can vaccinate and dehorn as well as anybody. But the Bangs 
inoculation should be given by a veterinarian so that the calves 
can be tattooed in the ear and the vaccination registered, in 
5 case you want to sell the heifer, And it doesn’t pay us to buy 
cholera serum for two pigs; then, we wanted to use the new 
serum which prevents spreading future cholera on the farm.

At 8:48 Bird ra- 
dioed that in addition to having 
lost his starboard engine, his oth- 
er engine was losing oil and, con- 
sidering the strong headwinds he 
would be bucking back to Ber- 
muda, he had decided to ditch. 


Immediately, the 38-year-old 
skipper of the Coos Bay, Comdr. 
John P. Latimer, ordered top 
speed and a change of course, 
to meet the Navy plane. The offi- 
cer-of-the-deck activated a high- 
powered “YR” homing beacon to 
guide the plane. This radio bea- 
con gave the pilot an electronic 
beam to follow in flight. 


From the cutter’s radio shack 
went out a message, giving her 
exact position. A radarman set- 
tled before his scope, looking for 
the crippled ship to appear as 
a “blip” so he could vector the 
plane toward the cutter. And at 
9:18 the Coos Bay reported the 
Navy bomber on radar sight, clos- 
ing in rapidly from the northeast, 
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EANWHILE working on the

At 9:32 the big 
Navy bomber hit the water, 1200 
yards ahead of the Coos Bay off 
her starboard bow. 

As the lifeboats of the Coos 
Bay slid down along the cutter’s 
side, cleaved the sea, and their 
crews cast loose, the cutter 
flashed this message to Coast 
Guard search and rescue: 

“Navy 9357 ditched close 
aboard.

EHIND these terse communi- 
cations is the story of bravery 
and efficiency of the Coast- 
guardsmen who manned the life- 
boat crews and picked from the 
angry sea the four men who were 
floating in lifejackets and the six 
men who had managed to board 
one of the plane’s rafts. Within 12 
minutes the men in life jackets 
had been rescued from the water 
and in another 16 minutes the 
six men on the raft were safely 
aboard the Coos Bay. 
With all members of the ditched 
bomber’s crew aboard the Coos 


Bay, the Air Force B-29 and the 
Coast Guard seaplane which had 
been dispatched to provide es- 
cort for the Navy plane back 
to Bermuda or to stand by to 
assist in case of n y, were 
ordered back to their bases.

As the Baritaria docked in New

duty manning “Ocean Station 
Echo,” midway between Bermuda 
and the Azores.

The dramatic rescue operation 
occasioned, among others, this 
first commendation to the cap- 
tain and crew of the Coos Bay 
from the new Secretary of the 
Treasury: “My sincere congrat- 
ulations for a job well done. Res- 
cue of the Navy plane crew was 
in the best traditions of the Coast 
Guard as Americans have come 
to know it. We are proud of you. 
Signed: George M. Humphrey.” 

Lt. Comdr. Bird, pilot of the 
Navy P-2-V patrol bomber, now 
on a short “vacation” after his 
latest adventure, told this re- 
porter: 


“I, and every man of our crew, 
would like to pay our respects to 
the commanding officer and the 
men of the Coos Bay. We owe 
our lives to them. There was one 
man in particular whom Id like 
to thank, Lt. William Derr, who 
skippered the power surfboat.” 


Questioned as to why he had 
radioed the Coos Bay that he 
would circle the ship to use up 
fuel before ditching and then im- 
mediately decided against it, 
Comdr. Bird explained that “I 
suddenly realized that the one 
engine that was still going would 
have burned up first.”

OMDR. BIRD doubted if he 

gave much thought to the tre- 

mendous danger of landing in 
the heaving swells and the ac- 
companying wind. 

“We were too busy to think of 
anything but getting ready to 
ditch,” he said. “But now, looking 
back on it, I guess we were pret- 
ty lucky.” 

Comdr. Bird has no explana- 
tion of what happened to his star- 
board engine, the first to conk 
out. Nor does he know why one 
of the plane’s life rafts failed to 
inflate. 

“I guess some mechanism just 
wouldn’t function,” he said. “It 
was because of that that four 
men were in the water and but 
for some good work on the part 
of my co-pilot, Lt. Comdr. George 
Battle, and Aviation Machinist’s 
Mate Evans we mighf all have 
been in the same fix. To release 
the self-contained raft in the 
plane you pull a cable and the 
raft is blown right out of the 
plane. Comdr. Battle and Evans 
saved the raft when the cable was 
in danger of parting.” 

Bird, one of the men on the 
raft, watched the four men of his 
crew in lifejackets being picked 
up and 16 minutes later he and 
his five companions on the raft 
were also aboard the Coos Bay. 

He estimates that from the time 
the big bomber hit the crest of 
a great swell and slid down into 
the trough of the wave, it was 
only 30 seconds until all members 
of the bomber’s crew were out 
of the plane, which sank within 
two minutes. 

“Thirty seconds sounds impos- 
sible, but every man has his as- 
signed exit in a deal like this

This is the age of the expense 
account, an institution which taxa- 
tion has inflated into almost ap- 
palling importance. The Bureau 
of Internal Revenue recognizes 
that travel and a “reasonable” 
amount of entertaining are neces- 
sary in the ordinary course of 
business; all these expenses can 
be deducted from a company’s 
taxable profits. To a company

82 cents in taxes and costs only

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Making Money 
By Giving It Away 


HE crowning of the 
present. tax laws is that it 
is sometimes possible to 
make money by giving some of 
it away. Suppose 2 man in the 
90% income tax bracket owns 
some stock for which he paid 
$3000 years ago. It is now 
worth $10,000. 

Of course he can, postpone 
the day of reckoning by just 
keeping it, but if he sells he 
must pay a long-term capital 
gains tax of 26% on his $7000 
profit. Into his pocket will go 
$10,000 minus $1820 tax, or 
$8180. But if he gives the stock 
away he can list its full $10,- 
000 value as a charity deduc- 
tion and fin his 90% bracket 
this saves him $9000 in income 
taxes. Thus he makes $820 
($9000 minus $8180) by giving 
the stock away instead of cash- 
ing it in.

Back in his office, hard put to ac- 
count for it all, he invented the 
purchase of a mythical dog team, 
then the mythical illness of a-dog 
requiring expensive medical.care, 
and finally the death and funeral 
of the dog. Finding himself still 
short at this point, Fowler finally 
made up the difference by enter- 
ing the item: “Flowers for bereft 
bitch, $60.”

The company officers go south 
in the winter and north by sum- 
mer; take along enough work or 
enough customers to justify the 
trip, and B cory to have a very’ 
pleasant of it. (If you tele- 
phone an absent executive, 
secretary almost never says, “Mr. 
Blank is on vacation.” A good 
secretary soon learns to say, “Mr. 
Blank is on a combination busi- 
ness and vacation trip.”) At home 
the executives can ride 
around in company-owned and 
chauffeured automobiles. Natur- 
ally the company is happy to pay 
their dues at the best available 
country club, for the purpose of 
entertaining customers on the golf 
course, and at the best town club, 
for intimate lunches and dinners. 

It is this sort of executive who 
really profits from the age of the 
expense account, probably by a 
strange kind of economic inevi- 
tability. United States industry 
is in transition from a period 
when men like Ford and Rocke- 
feller owned and ran their own 
empires to a time when corpora- 
tions are generally run by man- 
agers who are simply hired for 
the job and have very little if any 
money of their own. It is by no 
means unusual today for the pres- 
ident and all the vice presidents 
to own less than one-half of one 


since they cannot themselves af- 
ford the airplane, the hunting 
lodge or the yacht, the company 
almost has to provide these 
things. 

The boss actually does profit 
from the expense account and 
probably deServes it. The lesser 
members of the expense account 
society, however, usually find it 
a dubious blessing. True, they 
get their lunches, dinners, shows 
and hangovers free. But a good 


ymany of them have reached the 


conclusion that no matter how 
artfully they paid their monthly 
statements company is getting 
the best of the deal. 

“Put it like this,” said one 
salesman. “Our secretaries put in 
their 3744-hour week and that’s 
that. But we work right on 
through the lunch hour, making 
or keeping our ‘contacts.’ And at 
5:30 a lot of times the business 
day is just starting. We're taking 
a customer to cocktails, probably 
also to dinner, as likely. as not to 
a show we've already seen a 
couple of times. Even on the 
weekend we usually work for the 
company, at a Saturday night or 
Sunday afternoon party we throw 
at the house. That way we even 
get our wives to work a couple 
of hours for the company. Just 
by giving me an expense account, 
the company gets me to work 70 
hours a week.” 
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HERE is an even greater irony 

in this connection, which is the 

fact that ofall the badly busted 
members of the middle class, the 
expense account boys are often 
the flattest of all. As one of them 
said, “We hang around ‘21’ all the 
time and sooner or later we get 
to thinking that we belong there.”

Some of the people in the high- 
paid but also high-spending pro- 
fessions find themselves in a most 
fantastic position.

HE 26-week televised series, 
it Victory at Sea, put together 

by NBC and the United States 
Navy, has become the first video 
series to be telecast simultane- 
ously in this —" and in Eng- 
land and Cana 


Preparation of the series was 
a vast scale operation—from the 
world-wide wartime activities of 
the Navy down to the two-year 
global travels of the originator of 
the show in his attempt to line 
up all potential sources of film 
for the telecast. 

Victory at Sea (KSD-TV, 12:00 
midnight Tuesday) had its begin- 
ning early in 1951 when Henry 
Salomon, a former naval officer, 
presented his ideas to NBC. Im- 
mediately Salomon began his 
lengthy research. Jumping from 
one continent to another, the for- 
mer naval officer ended his quest 
with a potential source of 60,000,- 
000 feet of film from the files of 
110 governments and 26 different 
agencies. And still the job had 


just begun. 
T this tremendous supply of 
film to the amount required 
for the 26 half-hour program 
series, a total of 61,815 feet. “We 
had to set up an index system of 
60,000 cards, just to be able to 
figure out wnat we could throw 
away,” Salomon recalls. An un- 
usual aspect of Victory at Sea is 
the fact that Salomon had never 
before worked in films or tele- 
vision. Realizing his lack of ex- 
perience, Henry staffed his unit 
with experts and turned the group 
into a winning combination. 
A considerable quantity of the 
film used in Victory at Sea had 
been captured by the Allied na- 
tions. Some of the captured foot- 
age has a unique history. The best 
film shots of Malta in Mediter- 
ranean Mosaic did not, for in- 
stance, come from the British who 
own the place, but from the Jap- 
anese who photographed the is-

How Victory at Sea Was 
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for a particular sequence is likely 
to bewilder anyone who has 
watched the series. For example, 
in the episode on D-Day there 
are 600 cuttings in the 2100 feet 
of film. 

The answer is, of course, that 
things were highly systematized. 
By the time Salomon, originator, 
writer (with Richard Hanser) 
and producers of the series: 
M. Clay Adams, the director, and 
Isaac Kleinerman, film editor, had 
made their first outline of an 
episode, they knew what sort of 
film shots they would need. 

Their shot list went to Wash- 
ington, where, with the aid of an 
index containing 60,000 cards, film 
is pulled from the main supply of 
61,815 feet. This went back to New 
York, where it- was worked into 
a half-hour program. Before long 
Salomon and Hanser learned just 
how many words to write for each 
foot of film in the narration done 
by Leonard Graves,

Fix It Yourself

F you have several panes of 
glass to reset in a window sash, 
take the sash out of the frame 
and set it on a bench or easel. 
You'll find that this actually will

When it comes to renailing a 
squeaky floor board, use resin 
coated finishing or casing nails. 
The coat of resin on these nails 
gives them greater holding power. 

The mineral surfacing on built- 
up roofs is put there to take up 
the wear. Should portions of it 
disappear, sweep away any that 
remains, apply some hot bitumen 
and then add fresh gravel. 

Knotty pine can be given an an- 
tique looking finish by first 
sponging the surface with a solu- 
tion of ammonia. After the wood 
has become dry, sand lightly and 


then apply two thin coats of white 
shellac. 

When removing insulation from 
a wire, never cut the insulation 
off at right angles to the wire for 
your knife may nick the wire. 
Shave off the insulation in the 
Same manner as you would sharp- 
en a pencil. 

Copper articles will not tarnish

Helping Hand Extended 
By St. Louis Organization 
To Talented Shut-Ins 


Non-Profit Business Venture Conducted by Earge Group 


‘ of Women for Almost Three-Quarters of a Century 
—Woman’s Exchange. Now Branch of National 


Association.

MODEST item from the old St. Louis Republic of Sept. 30, 
1879, reads, in part: “One of the leading events of the week 
will be the formal opening on Wednesday, Oct. 1, of the 
exchange for women’s work at 503 North Fourth street. It is con- 


ducted by a board of managers 
composed of society women who 
are determined to extend a 
helping hand to their less fa- 
vored sisters and will person- 
ally sell all goods forwarded 
for that purpose.” Mrs. J. D. 
Lawnin, Mrs. A. A. Gilliam and 
Mrs, Robert Gholson, listed as 
the founders, opened the ex- 
change with $1000 capital, 
under the motte “Helping wom- 
en to help themselves.” 

From. the beginning the ven- 
ture prospered. Even in the 
“depression years between 1894 
and 1897," almost $20,000, a 
startling sum in those days, was 
paid to women whose talents, 
after the style of the period, 
leaned to handpainted china, 
decorated hairpin cases, Batten- 
burg lace doilies, pen wipers 
and stockinet dolls. 

In 1952, almnost three quar- 
ters of d century and six shops 
later, the St. Louis Woman’s 
Exchange, now a branch of a 
national association, paid $100,- 
000 to shut-ins, blind and other- 
wise incapacitated men .and 
women who must make their 
living in their homes. Its board 
of managers boasts of 450 con- 
signors “who can do everything 
but build a house”; whoSe con- 


~ 


tributions to the sates shelves 
range from amusing items such 
as embroidered fly swatters and 
fuzzie wuzzies (lapel pins made 
from eps cleaners by war vet- 
erans) expertly made chil- 
dren’s clothes and hooked rugs. 


Today’s exchange occupies 
not one store but four—a tea- 
room, gift department, baby 
shop and bakery—which stretch 
behind as many plate glass win- 
dows at 390 North Euclid ave- 
nue. A working board of 25 
women dons smocks and super- 
vises, sells or scrubs, as the 
needs develop, and a paid staff 
of 25 keeps the complicated 
books, waits on table and cooks, 
all under the guidance of Mrs. 
Victor Powell, popular manager 
who has been with the organi- 

ion more than 20 years and 
A the hardest worker of them 
all. 


Four volunteers are on duty 
daily and all board members 
must devote a specified number 
of days per year to shop service. 

One of the most important 
committees, and there are sev- 
eral, is headed by Mrs. John 
Shoenberg. Its chief function 
is interviewing consignors, guid-

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OR FISHERMEN WITHIN RANGE of Ozark waters, the opening 
of Missouri's trout season is an event of surpassing importance. 
Although the season lasts eight months, many an otherwise 
practical citizen feels an urgent compulsion to be standing in the 
icy water and casting his line at the earliest possible mément 
after the fishing signal sounds. , 

Rainbow trout inhabit most of the clear, fast-running streams 
that criss-cross southern Missouri, but opening-day rituals are 
mainly confined to the three state trout parks—Montauk 
State Park near Sglem, Bennett Spring Park near Lebanon and 
Roaring River Park near Cassville. 

At each park the first Sunday in this month, crowds began 
gathering early. Most fishermen arrived a day ahead. They

bedded down in cabins reserved months before, pitched tents and, 
in some cases, just spent the night in their automobiles. 

The hour when casting could legally begin was 6:30 a.m., but 
fires were being lighted along the banks a couple of hours before 
that. There were smells of bacon frying and coffee brewing as 
fishermen readied their gear and lined up to their $1 special 
fees, in addition to the regular license, for the Fae sport. By 5:30, 
the anglers stood waiting. almost elbow-to-elbow, along the bank. 
At about the same time in all thre’ parks, a cold drizzle set in, but 
the men, women and children in oe Se d it no heed. 

When the signal sounded, 633 fly sizzled through 
the air at Roaring River, 1220 at Bennett Spring and 1049 at Mon- 
tauk. Anglers splashed into the shallow streams, cast from the

The dumped trout, 
reared to an average of 9.2 ounces by the State Conservation Com- 
tnission, were found to have a somewhat livery flavor from their 
diet in captivity. Those that made it on downstream will be avail- 
able to other fishermen until the end of October. But they will 
be more cynical, and harder to take.

In 1952 alone, 32 New England mills—18 woolen and worsted 
employing 14,000 persons, 14 cotton and synthetic employing 5000 
workers—were liquidated. In February, 1951, at the peak of the 
Korean war textile production, 286,400 workers were employed in New 
England textile manufacture. Twenty-one months later (in November, 
1952), 53,400 of those workers had lost their jobs. 

There has been no simple, pat answer to the problem of what is 
wrong with New England's textile industry. The cauldron simmers 
with many ingredients: The competition of lower labor costs in 
southern mills; failure of northern mill owners to modernize their 
mills and fabric styles; the intricate financing of some big mills in- 
terested in quick profits rather than in long-term production; the in- 
roads of synthetic fibers on the wool industry; reluctance of wool 
clothing manufacturers to promote wool over synthetics. und 
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cally as the “China mill” because it had been built on profits made 
in the China trade. The smaller Pembroke mill was a “throwing” 
(yarn-making) mill. _ 

Textron, Incorporated, had acquired the mills during the war, 
and was rapidly growing into the multi-million-dollar textile empire 
it has now become. Royal Little, Textron’s founder and former presi- 
dent, now its board chairman, had the old China mill entirely remod- 
eled, repainted, air-conditioned and equipped with new machines. 

Then, a year ago this month, the China mill closed down. Five 
hundred Suncook workers, ng an annual payroll estimated at 
$1,500,000, lost their jobs. Some obtained employment at Textron’s 
two Manchester plants, 10 miles away. A few months later, in Au- 
gust and October of 1952, the. M ter plants closed, throwing 
some 565 workers out of work. When the Pembroke plant closed this 
month, another 125 hands lost out. 

When Textron closed the China mill, it sold all the machinery 
except a few pieces to another textile firm. Those pieces—yarn twist-

| ___ A Textron spokesman said an effort was made to keep the China 
mill operating with the co-operation of the workers, who agreed. to 
t increased work loads.

‘Trailing after these two main 
thrusts at New England's textile economy are a series of secondary reca- 
sons, not too important individually, but substantial in mass.

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Message to parents: you can_do a lot to keep your children out of trouble 


DETROIT. 
T WAS A dark, cool night. Almost everyone 
| was asleep. 
But three teen-age boys were still up. 
They were busy. 

One was breaking the lock on the door of a 
grocery store. The second boy was watching 
for the cops. The third, just 16, sat fidgeting 
in the getaway car. 

@ When the door finally swung open, the two 
boys hurried inside the store, quietly. 

@ All at once, there was a searchlight beam 
in their faces. The youngsters surrendered. 

@ The cops had followed them in a scout car. 

The fidgety 16-year-old in the car was 
caught an hour later. They had been in trouble 
before. They all had records. 

There used to be two other boys in the gang, 
they said, But the two others quit after th 
first “job.” 

In the Midwestern city where that occur- 
red not long ago, police asked themselves: Why 
do some kids get into trouble once and never 
again? Why do other kids “repeat?” 


Crime Increasing 


authorities are asking all over the U-S. 

For a nationwide study has just shown 
that 1,000,000 youngsters get into trouble with 
police each year—and the number is increasing 
at a frightening rate. 

If the upswing continues, 1,420,000 young- 
sters will be labelled “delinquent” in 1960. 

@ Washington, D. C., reports younger chil- 
dren, age 10 to 12, are turning to crime. 

@ Tulsa, Okla., reports a shocking increase in 
sex offenses. 

@ New Orleans says more children are using 
narcotics. 

@ Tampa and Indianapolis blame ‘“‘delinquent 
parents.” 

Here in Detroit, Wayne University scientists, 
working with the Detroit Police Youth Bureau, 
have gathered vital information on “what 
makes a repeater.” 

It’s important information to every parent 
because the youth who “repeats” is often the 
one who becomes an adult criminal. 

Here are the facts, reported by Dr. William 


4 hee: ARE questions parents and juvenile 


W. Wattenberg, Wayne University educational 


psychologist, who supervised the study: 
A child gets into trouble to satisfy a need 
for excitement, companionship or attention. 


\ 


The recipe for repeated crimes by youths 
seems to have three ingredients: 

After the first offense, parents do little or 
nothing to really get at the reasons for the 
child’s bad behavior. : 

Second: the “repeaters” are usually not 
interested in joining a youth or recreation 
group like the YMCA or the CYO. 

Finally, teachers, parents and child have 
been unable to work out the child’s school 
problems. 


The Wrong Attitude 


F your Child is age 8 to 12, and gets into 

| trouble, the chances are about four to one 

that he will straighten out (with family 
help) and not repeat. 

From age 13 on up, the chances are slightly 
higher that he will repeat. 

Between 70 and 80 per cent of all parents 
do a good job of handling their child, after 
the first offense. 

From the thousands of cases studied in 
Detroit, police can just about predict which 
child will repeat—based on the attitude of the 
parents toward the arresting officer. 

Here are parental attitudes which spell re- 
peat juvenile crimes: 

1—“Chip on the shoulder attitude;” the 
parent who says, “Why don’t you cops catch 
bank robbers instead of innocent little boys?” 

2—The parents who lie. They say: ‘Our boy 
couldn’t have done that. He was right here at 
home all last night.” | 

These parents sometimes try to bribe police

or threaten them with using “influence at 
City Hall.” 

3-The parent who says, ‘The kid is just no 
good. I can’t do anything with him.” 

4-The violent reaction. That’s when the 
officer brings the child home and the parent 


immediately sails into the youngster and 


starts hitting him. 

All these attitudes show a lack of parental 
understanding, sympathy or real desire to help 
the child. 

What should a parent do if a policeman 
brings his child home? : 

1—Help the child make the best honest ex- 
planation possible. If you've neglected the 
child, admit it, and do something about it. 

92—Get at the root of the problem. Don’t be 
too eager to blame “the kids on the block.” 

3-—Impress your child with the fact that you 
disapprove of his conduct and are worried 
about his future (in the light of the wrong 
he did). 

4—Give the child a sense of responsibility if 
there has been property damage. The child 
should make amends for what he’s done. 

Repayment should be on a short-term basis. 
If the child’s allowance is cut in half for a 
short time, he’ll be able to take that. 


If it’s cut off for a year, he’ll feel persecuted. 


5—Examine your home life. Is there a place 
youngsters can meet and enjoy themselves in 
private? If there isn’t, there should be. 


‘Keep At It 


6—If you plan a neighborhood recreation or 
church activity, keep it going. Don’t abandon 
it after a short period—or after you think your 
child has been “won away” from a gang of 
tough kids. 

7—Imposing long hours-of homework is not 
a solution to school problems. Visiting the 
school and its teachers and working out a sen- 
sible plan to combat a school problem will 
often work. 

Dr. Wattenberg likes to point to one story 
which illustrates how parental wisdom enters 
this whole picture. 

A little Polish woman once told him she had 
two rules for making sure her child did not 
get into trouble. 

@ “First, I try to make the hour of my child’s 
homecoming as pleasant as possible,” she said. 
“And second, if he has something I didn’t give 
or ouy him, I find out where he got it.” &

Prof. Kraus still thinks he’s right. 
Here’s his theory, supported by five 
years of research: 
@ Doctors have noticed that teeth, 
even in small children, have widely 
differing characteristics, not only in 
hardness, whiteness, and general for- 
mation, but in ridges, grooves, mark- 
ings and indentations. All these are 
easily seen by trained eyes with an en- 
larging glass. 
@ Casts of teeth from different ethnic 
groups show certain structural charac- 
teristics common to each group. 


identifying Mark 


EETH of identical twins show a 
tendency to be alike. (It’s less true 
of fraternal twins.) 

His conclusion: we inherit our tooth 
characteristics by the same natural 
laws that determine the color of our 
eyes or hair. 

He hopes to prove, given five more 
years of research, that members of the 
same family can always be identified, 
as such, by their teeth. 

His plan calls for collecting 25,000 
casts of teeth, belonging to persons of 
various races, ages and family groups. 
“We want to get as many casts of twins 
as possible,” he says. “We also want 
large samples of casts from various 
ethnic. groups... You can’t conduct ex- 
periments without all types of data.” 


When he has collected his casts, he 
will try to work out a brand new system 
of tracing the tooth markings. “When 
you realize that there are 16.kinds of 
teeth,” he says, “you can begin to 
realize the problems involved.” 

Thus far, he has put his study of 
teeth to good use in helping various 
sheriffs in Arizona. He often has been 
able to determine the “ethnic affilia- 
tion” of a skeleton by means of various 
structural characteristics of the teeth. 
(Indians' and Mexicans wear their 
teeth down faster because they pound 
up tiny particles of rock with the grain 
they eat.) 

So “teeth-identification” looks like 
it will be an important tool in future 
police work.

American economic system. 

I was never surprised when Andrei 
Vishinsky or Aneurin Bevan railed at 
American capitalism and shed tears 
over the plight of our workers. 

But I was really astonished to find 
many friendly statesmen abroad un- 
aware that something startling and 
new in the way of an economic system 
had been evolving here in the U. S. 

We still call that system capitalism. 
But any resemblance it bears to cap- 
italism in most other parts of the world 
is “purely coincidental.” Our system is 
as uniquely American as baseball. 


T I WERE ASKED to name the least 


Our Strength 


or our friends abroad to under- 
Pi stare our system and the elements 

giving it strength is important. For 
us to do so is vital—otherwise it may 
wither. 
1. The first element of strength in our 
economic system is its unique and ex- 
traordinary capacity to produce more 
and more goods and, given a stable 
price level, to produce them at lower 
and lower prices. 

The key is productivity, or a greater 
output per man hour. This results pri- 
marily from putting ingeniously con- 
trived machines at the disposal of 
workers and backing up the simple 
muscle power of those workers with a 
large amount of horsepower. 

At Studebaker, I recall one machine 


' tool that cost over $1,000,000. With only 


two men tending it, that machine tool 
performed a dozen operations on the 
cylinder head of an aviation engine— 


‘operations that previously had re- 


quired 100 men working with 25 ma- 
chine tools of less efficient design. 


Dramatic Evidence 


HE WHOLE story of America’s 
amazing productivity can be told 
with a single statistic: this coun- 

try, with one-fifteenth of the world’s 

people, produces a third of all the 
world’s goods and almost half of all its 
manufactured goods. 

2. The second element of strength in 

our economic system is the fact that 

the wealth produced is distributed 
widely and equitably. We have become 

a nation of middle class people. Most 

of us own our homes. Most of us have 

automobiles and telephones. The status 
of workers has undergone a revolution- 
ary change. 

I know of no more dramatic evidence 
of this change than that offered by an 
incident which occurred in 1945 while 
I was president of the Studebaker Cor- 
poration. Not long after V-J Day, I was 
confronted by our union with an un- 
precedented demand. 

The union leaders said: Give our own 
workers at Studebaker the opportunity 
to buy the major share of our first post- 
war production of cars. - 

Our company then had approximate- 
ly 13,000 employees. Of these, some 
10,000 had placed orders for new auto- 
mobiles. We found it hard to convince 
them that they had to stand in-line 
with a great many other car-hungry

Americans and wait their turn. 

Ne such problem confronted 
the president of Studebaker in 
the year of 1920, following World 
War I. At that time, a factory 
worker could not possibly have 
saved enough money out of his

3. A third fact about our eco- 
nomic system is its unique capac- 
ity for growth.

Farmer Eisenhower has a job in 
Washington, D. C., too. That’s 75 
miles from here. But the neigh- 
bors keep listening for the hum of 
tires and hoping farmer Ike will 
pay this rolling countryside an- 
other visit before spring planting. 
@ Not many people, even around 
here, knew until recently that 
President Eisenhower had a farm. 
@ It’s a big place, as eastern 
farms go. You can see its red 
buildings from the Gettysburg 
battlefield, where 18,000 Confed- 
erate soldiers once charged the 
Federal cannon. 

Ike’s big red barn is full of 
hay and farm machinery. The 189 
acres, this spring, will -be grow- 
ing corn, oats, wheat and hay. 


He Waited 30 Years 


ago, and the neighbors, who 

have seen little of him, are 
hoping he will get up more often 
for a rest. 

Off-and-on in the past four 
years a big car has rolled up to 
the farm. 

When this happens, out steps 
a man with a familiar grin. With

@ On a recent, routine visit 
to a third-floor apartment, 
Dr. White spotted a studio 
couch by an open window.

Fortunately, Dr. White is not 
unique. The American Academy 
of Pediatrics has a committee 
headed by Dr. George M. Wheat- 
ley, a Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. vice-president, which is push- 
ing a nationwide program in co- 
operation with the National 
Safety Council. 

@ The idea is to make 

in the community aware of haz- 
ards. In this battle, the doctor 
‘is on the firing line. 

@ As Dr. White says, “If I see 
medicines or poisons left around 
where kids can get at them, or 
a venetian blind cord hanging 
over a baby’s crib, or a child run- 
ning with a sharp pencil or a boil- 
ing pot with the handle hanging 
over the stove, I feel it my duty 
as a doctor to warn the parent of 
the hazard.” 

It isn’t always easy to convince 
parents even when their child’s 
safety is at stake. 


Nurse’s Solution 


rz nceI gave a mother a pleas- 
ant tasting sulfa prepara- 
tion,” recalls Dr. White. 
“I warned her to keep the bottle 
away from the child. Two hours 
later, she called me. Sure enough, 
the child had got the bottle and 
swallowed the medicine.” 

A nurse for a large insurance 
company was confronted with a 
similar problem. 

@ She found a baby ‘ying unat- 
tended on the top of a bathinette 
while his mother did her house- 
work. She warned the mother to 
no avail. 

@ Finally, the nurse hit upon a 
solution. Over the bathinette, bed 
and table, she hung signs which 
read: “Don’t leave me alone.” 

Even more difficult, warns Dr. 
White, is to hit the right approach 
in stressing safety to your chil- 
dren. “Overcautiousness,” he 
says, “‘won’t prevent accidents. 
In fact, it will produce tensions 
which are a well-known cause of 
accidents. Nevertheless, parents 


should exercise reasonable cau- 


tion, such as not giving a little 


bit of a kid a motor scooter.” 


Parents should also be wary of 
creating an hysterical scene if 
they see their child in danger. 
An example of how this might be 
handled is furnished in the report 
of another nurse: 

“I was visiting a policeman’s 
wife and her newborn baby. I 
glanced in a mirror and saw her 
4-year-old boy reaching for a 
pistol in the pocket of his father’s
